land and dictate her own peace terms 
without allied interference while the 
, powerful Bolshevik army is smashing 
its way thru Poland and is drawing 
closer day by day to Warsaw, the Po- 
lish capital.

er the Polish envoys will be empower- 
ed by Warsaw to discuss peace will 
not be known ^untll the Warsaw gov- 
ernment has '"been consulted.

The morale of the Polish army now 


seems to have been 
broken.

The Russians are at Mlava, 60 miles 


northwest of Warsaw and 10 miles 
from the old German border.

have reacted Ostroleke, 60 miles due 
north of Warsaw.

the Fortress of Brest-Litovsk, which 
rtll Sunday and are pressing west- 
ward from that base. 


Neither Great Britain nor France is 


in a position to go to wax in Poland's 
aid at this time and Poland seems to 
b» at the complete mercy of the Rus- 
sian army. 


It has been ten days since Russia 


accepted Poland's request for an ar- 
mistice, but with the exception of a 
brief lull of approximately 24 hours 
the Russians have pressed home their 
attacks over 350 miles of batt-ie front 
during all that time. 


The bold and defiant attitude as- 


sumed by the Moscow government has 
caused much anxiety and anger on 
the part of France and Great Britain, 
and threatens to upset completely the 
plan for a general peace conference in 
London. 
Great Britain proposed that 


Poland, Finland, Roumania, and 
the 


smaller states bordering Russia 
be 


represented at the London parley and 
a general peace be arranged.

has given her reply on the battle field 
by continuing her offensive 
against

ENTIMENTALISTS are already shaking their heads over the 


$1,264,000 decrease in the American trade balance for the 


year ended June 30. It is patently a considerable loss. Trade! 
balances, however, are positive and not comparative matters, 
and all the facts in the present case call for a hymn of joy rather 
than a wail of foreboding. 


Indeed, we can look forward to a further decimation of our 


trade balance with entire complacency. Our situation of a year 
ago was one of desperate prosperity. \Ve had a balance in our 
favor of $4,136,562,618. Europe manifested but a feeble in- 
dustrial activity. We had all the world's gold and" none of its 
goods, while the world was getting an increasing amount of our 
goods and depleting an already inadequate supply of gold in 
order to pay for them. The situation, if continued, meant an 
international trade crash, and we were as anxious as Europe 
and Asia to see our balance fall. 


It has fallen. We are "ahead now but $2,872,429,581, as 


opposed to our $4,136,562,618 of the last trade year. 
It has 


been a healthy drop. Nothing could indicate more convincing- 
ly its salutary nature than the fact that our exports have in- 
creased $879,000,000 over those of last year. We have gained 
in all senses. We have produced more for export, and we have 
received more imports. 


Rubber, hides, oil, and other raw materials promoting our 


industrial activity have especially come to us in increasing 
quanities. 
England is sending us needed shipments of/manu- 


factured cotton goods. Prance.has markedly increased her con- 
signments of manufactures and industrial materials. The en- 
tire import total is $2,143,000,000 greater than that of last year. 
It has probably assisted us to increase our manufacturing ca- 
pacity and the volume of our exports. 


The fall in the balance has thus been an unalloyed blessing. 


A slow and continuous lessening of our trade surplus will con- 
tinue for some time to be desirable. A nation cannot forever 
give goods for dollars; it must give goods for goods. We lose 
in our trade balance only to improve our trade.
